Last winter when members of the Bzit- 
ish School of Archzology in Egypt wera 
exploring at Quarel-Kebir, o hendland of 
the eastern cliffs up the Nile, about thirty 
miles ‘south of Assiut, and aver a hundred 
miles north “of Thebes and Luxor, they 
made many tiresh discoveries, writes the 
Rey, BR. Kilgour, D.D.. in the Times.

Interesting as these “records of ancient 
Egypt ary, the most remarkable find) of 
the year was aa varly Copti¢ Biblical 
manuscript. Mr. Guy Bruntou, the repre. 
sentative of the “British School who was 
directing the operations, was as work jiu 
nv old Christian ermetery containing Cop- 
tie tombstones and Roman graves ‘which 
hadevidently [nin undisturbed for sone 
thirteen’ evnturies.. Thero way dug up a 
rough jar, unfortunately so much bro. ara 
ne 
side the jar was deund a small bundle 
about, the size of a man’s fist. This bur- 
dle had as sun auter wrappitg some tinen 
cloth, and a-pesp iuside the cloth reyedled 
n bundle of papyrus leaves, containing 
evidently some Christian Scripture in Cop- 
tie writing. Mr. Brunton packed the 
¥hole lot, linen rags and all, carefully 
and brought it to Englend for farther 
examination. . 7 

When the package .was opened and cx- 
amined by thy Hon," Director of the Brit- 
ish Schoo! of Archeology, Sir .Pliaders 
Petrie, he found that it contained ao tall 
narrow beok of papytus doubled across the 
hinge ‘and tied tightly in a cloth: He des 
cribes it as '* therefore much strained and 
skewed. On ane side'it was partly potted 
and the rest of it was extremely: brite’ 
With alt his practiced skilf Sir Flinders 
Petrie treated the papyrus so delicately 
that ,within a fortnight he was ‘abla to’ 
eeparata the fragile: leaves one from the 
other, and_also to preserve the linen rag 
in which they hid been tied so long. Ta 
his joy he found that the leaves numbered 
no’ fewer than 43, most of them in good 
condition, a few injured, and fragmentary 
Seraps of two or three more. The Jargest 
leaf measures about 10 inches high by 43 
inches br8ad, "There are still remains of 
the stitching which crginally held the book 
together. One back leaf was found’ in- 
g'rtxl incthe middle of the volume, doubt- 
less to preserve it from being lost after it 
had get torn away from its proper posi- 
tion. The leaves ‘are ‘written on. both 
sides with 33 to.37 lines_on a page.

These are the 
Codex Vaticans (Codex B), now'in the Vati. 
cai Lihrary at Rome, assigned to the fourth

NEQLIGENCE ALLEGED BY THE 
PLAINTIFF. 


; — 
Karl Ludwig Haessler, n° Dutchman 
(Ideal representative of, Messrs, George 
Braille, Ltd.) brought an aétion in the 
Sammary Court, before the Puisne Judge 
(Mr. Justice Gompértz), yesterday, claim- 
ing. damages from the Hongkong and 
Shanghai Hotels, Ltd., and also the Eagle 
Garage, in respect of a collision of motor. 
cars, which took place on the Taipo Road 
in June, 1923. The claim is made tp of 
$120 for doctor's and hospital expenses, | 
75. loss of commission which he would 
have earned if-ho had not been incapacit- 
ated and’ $1,000 for general damages. 
The plaintiff was represented by Mr. 
M. M...Wateon, whilst Mr H. C. Mac- 
namara appeared for the Hongkong 
3 . D. McCallum for 
the Eagle Garage ° rag 
Mr Watson, outlining the » plaintiff's 
case, said that plaintiff, with two (riends, 
hired » Hotel garage car’ on Sunday 
‘afternoon, June 3rd, for a drive round 
the New Territories. -Just, past Taipo| 
there was a collision with a car owned 
by the Eagle Garage, which was proceed- 


ing in the opposite direction. The cars 


were both in sight of cach ther for a 
long time before the collision and thero 
was no possibility of the accident having 
arisen from inovitable causes. The Hotel 
cir went over the bank of the road, fall- 
ing five or six feet, the plaintiff suffering 
injuries which necessitated ‘his going to 
hospital. There was either negligence’ on 
the part of both! or one of the defendants. 

His Lordship held that if, at the end 
of the’ case, he was in doubt which of the 
defendants was in fault, the plaintiff 
would get o share of the damages from 
both. ” os 
“ Plaintiff stated, in the course of his 
evidence, that after passing Taipo he saw 
another car approaching, and could see 
it a long way ahead., Tho-cur in which 
he was riding was not proceeding very 
fast, but the approaching car sppeared to 
be going faster. Insteud of passing each 
other, the cars collided, the. wheels, touch- 
ing and his car weat over tho side of tho 
rond, falling five or six feet. Witness was 
cut very severely about the mouth by 
lroken glass. He Inter spent nine days 
in the Peak Hospital and was under 
medical treatment ‘for three weeks. His 
explanation of the pccident was that one 
of the cars failed to give way. 

Plaintiff, cross-examined by Mr. “Me- 
Calum, stated that he did not think it 
was beeutise of speed that the: car in 
which he was riding, proceeded after ‘the 
collision and went down the bank:: . 

Mr, Macnamara opened his defence by 
mentioning that the Hongkong Hotel 
gurage commenced! an action against the 
Fagle Garage, hut the proceedings were 
later withdrawn owing to the slight dam- 
age to the car. ow ;

two inches—over the centre of the road.

phlet entitled 4 The Ministry of Heal- 
ing.” » : 
wo AENERAL PRINCIPLES, 

ti Ag:a result of their deliberations, the 
Committee lay.down the following general 
principles :— . “ 

‘Tho chief work of the Church: iu 
reguid, to diseaiv is:—(a) To develop in 
all its members a right attitude of con- 
fidence, love, ahd, understanding towards 
God and to train them to approach all 
questions of disease both for themselves 
and for others in thiy spirit. (6) To bring 


together thaw who ‘care for the soul |° 


and those who care ’for the body in co- 

eration. {ec} To insist‘on hygiene and 
plain living as part of “the ordinance of 
God. . . 


°.—Tho Church must sanction methods 
of religions treatment of. bodily. disease, 
but-in doing so must give full weight to 
the scientific discoveries of those who are 
investigating the interrelation of spirit, 
mind, and body. ‘ 

3,—It is not the function of the Church 
to apply its means of ‘restoratign if no 
higher end is sought than the recovery of 
sbodily health. Indeed, to.do this would 
gravely compromise the moaning and pur- 
pose af the Church's rites and‘ sscra- 
ments, No sick person must look to the 
clergyman ty ilo what it is tho. physician’s 
or surgeon’s duty to do.’ 


4.—Whateter the’ means employed "by 
the Church. emphasis should bo laid upon 
tho primary purpose of deepening the 
noise of fellowship with God secured for 
va in Jesus Christ. Whether tho sick 
person throw off the sickness or not, the 
work of the Church will have been effec- 
tive if he has thereby found truer peace 
of spirit and a more geal knowledge of 
the uplifting presence’ and power of 
Christ. . “

With regard to the Form of Ministry 
to be uwd, we make the following sugges: |

(a) For purposes of healing, prayer 
and sacrament shoud be used in conjune- 


‘\ tion. .Before any sacramental rites are 


employed, earnest and united prayer 
should be offered on behalg of. the, sick 
person in church ag well as by the patient 
himself and.his friends at hom — 


(b) Whilat roligioug methods are applic. on : 


able to:all cass of sickness, thoy would 
seem to be most ‘appropriate where moral 
intellectual diffeulties and perplexities 
have contributed to tha disorder. These 
deep-lying roots of avi! should be dealt 


with before any specifically bodily heal- |: 


ing is attempted: otherwise we. ahall. b¢ 
in darger of dealing with symptoms and 
neglecting causra; in which case no 
thorough or permanent cure can be hoped 


for. Thig preliminary treatment requires’ 


some gal kouwledge not only of moral 
theology, but also of paychology: so that 
it is desirable that clergymen who‘ give 
spiritnal direction should be adequately 
trained and ~o ecabled to give clear and 
practica} guidance. In thiv preliminary 
treatment an opportunity should be given | 
to the pativnt to make a special oonfes. | 
sion of his sin-,. and the priest shall 
absolve him if he should " humbly aad | 
heartily desire’ it: , . " Bes

» LIBERAL EDUCATION, 


A week. end conference of teachers 

‘} arranged by the Oxfordshire Eqducation 
Committee was held at Keble’ College, 
Oxford, on January 6th, and the Master 
of University College, Sir Michael Sadler, 
gave an address on “ What is meant by 

a Liberal Education.” He remarked that f 
what gave elon and ‘in ‘many cases an 
almost religious ardour to the educational 
movement in the world at the present, 
time was the belief that through collec- 
tive effort ald individual devotion access 
to the essentials of a liberal education 
might be opened to all. The ‘Moravian, 
Comenius, who, nearly three centuries ago 
was the her: ald of modern education for 
the people, put our aspirations into words 
when be said: ‘'T aim at securing for all} 
human beings a training in all that is 
proper to their common humapity.”’ 

A. liberal education was a lifelogg pvivi- 
lege and the best investment in the World. 
Knowledge Was. a necessary: part. of it, 
but what a man. knew was lesa important 
than his attitude of mind. A Tiheral 
education was based on studies, but in

TEACHING OF LATIN IN 
SCHOOLS. 
ITS ¥ ALU EAS MENTAL: DISCIPLINE 


At a meeting of the Agssowation for the 
Reforny of Latin Teaching, held on Sanu- 
ary Oth at, University College, London, -a 


discussion took place’ on Problems of | : 


Latin Teaching; some modern solutions.” 
Mias M. H.. Wood presided. : e 

Mi. L. R. Strangeways, ‘who opened the 
discussion, said the - problem to-day, was 
not s0 much to pteserve classical studies 
as to decide how much was essential to 
‘pupils who’ would study Latin up to, and 
possibly not beyond, the age of 16. Dur. 
ing the three or four . years, the child 
should get the ‘utmost - possible linguistic 
discipline from the learning of. the langu- 
age. I should he ‘a discipline in aceur- 
ate, compact thinking, “as. distinct from 
inaccurate and loose thinking. and speech. 
It. was chvious that a great deal had to 
go, bat’ they" niust see that in accidenve. 
and ayntax they" got the essentials... The 
pupil “should. also be brought as soon 1s 
possible into contact with real uatin 
literature. The difficulty here was that 
interesting Latin books:were xenerally not 
ensyz and that easy Latin hooks were not 
always interesting. 

Miss J. Whyte spoke of the’ possibilities 
of teaching Latin to-classes of childred 
who were not expected to achieve much, 
and ingtanced the. BUCCESK of a .term's 
reading of Pliny’s “ Vesuvius" at atime 
when the eruption of Etna was being ye- 
ferred to daily,in the newspapers. - 

Ms. P. w. Byrne thought that a boy wha 
was going to-Jearn Latin should start to 
study English grammar at the age of 9. 
When he started. Latin he, should have 
three months .of Latin grammar and 
nothing else. 

Dr. W. Ripman ‘said the teaching of 
pronunciation was not good, They could
